The Illinois Miners Strike Culmin- 


ates in Bloodshed. 


One Man Killed and Soven Wounded 


by tho Militia~The Details.

From the 
account received it was learned that the mob 
was committing acts of violence, and that die 
county authorities wero powerless to act.

Deputy Sheriff Rag- 
land and a small posse of special deputies wore 
also there. The soldiers disembarked, and no 
sooner had they left the care than they were 
surrounded by a howling mob of threo lum- 
Iral or four hundred strikers. Tho latter 
loured at ond cursed the militia, uud liniillj 


liled them with a volley of stones, lii-ick- 


laius, lamps of coal, etc. Col. Barkluy and his 
soldiers, although strongly provoked, did no* 
retaliate, and witlistood tho bmtal assault of 
tho rioters without a murmur. The coolness 
and indiirorenco of the soldiers seemed to cx- 
usuerate the strikers. A largo number of 
thorn wero aimed with shot-cuus and pisto s, 
and emboldened by tho forbearance ol tho 
troops, thev fired a volley into tho ratilcs. 
This cowardly act thoroughly aroused thcsol- 
dioi-s who turned upon their assailant and

ST. Louis, May 20.—Thero Is still trouble 


in tho mining districts. Yesterday inoniinK 
tho seat of war was transferred from Collms- 
villo to tho vicinity of Belleville. Tho militia, 
with tbo exception of a fow men of each 
company, arrived from ColliusviUo lliat 
morning, and'aro now iu East St. Louis, 
awaiting ordei-s to march to BeUovillo. Ac- 
cording to tho agreement nt Rosa Hill mine, 
at Woods Station, ou tho Pittsburgh road, 
tho men wero to'resume work at 
onco. 


Shortly 
before 5 o'clock 
tho 
miners 


assembled and awaited instructions 
to 


commence, but before tho word was RIVOU » 
body of women, marching two abreast and 
tinned with heavy clubs, wended their way 
from West Belleville, and arrived at Koso 
Hill mine just as the eu-iueor wns alwut to 
start his engine. Tho litilo army of women 
encircled tho mines, and unc acting as spokes- 
woman informed tlio minors that no work 
could be commenced. 
Tlio men refused 


to roco«Tiiaj their authority, and commanded 
the engineer to start tho engine. Vivo women 
advanced toward the engineer and informed 
him tho moment he lit the match to start the 
Ore tho signal would bo given to throw 
him into the pond which borders on the 
mine. 
Tho miners remonstrated on the 


ground that they wero promised on suspend- 
ing work last Thursday to bo allowed to re- 
sume work Monday, aud many favored do- 
scandiiig into the mine despite tho opposition 
Upo:t U-ing informed, however, .that every 
one refusing to leave Iho mine within a half 
hour would be stripped nude and driven 
through tho towu, tho men beat a retreat, 
leaving tho mine in tho possession of the

Hill mino and succeeded in driving off tho 
deputy sheriffs and minors, the small but 
desperate army of women appointed a guard 
from nmoog their ranks to prevent tlio oper- 
ation of tho mines during their absence llwy 
then shouldered thdr heavy dubs,nnd,lormed 
in rank, marched toward Remecko's mine, 
which is situated on tho Louisville « IS ash- 
villo road, threo and n half miles from

shortly before 9 o'clock, and the hoisting 
machine, which is Situated on a high ele- 
vation, found m full operation. A temporary 
fence was built a low days ago to keep the 
strikers from the workers, and when tho wo- 
men reached this a halt was ordered for con- 
sultatlon. It was decided to invade tho prom- 
"iscs but whon tho word to march was given, 
a fo'rcoTf deputy sheriffs placed themselves 
between tho hoisting machinery and tho wo- 
men and commanded a halt Coon Remccke, 
proprietor of tho mines, mounted tne fence

EMIGRATION. 


YORK, May £0.—TUo Herald says ou 


the business outlook: 
"There seems to be in 


business and financial circles a feeling of un- 
certainty regarding tho course of affairs iu 
tho immediate future. Business failures con- 
tinue numerous, anil during the week just 
ended traders vero indisposed to purehaso 
more goods than were necessary to meet im- 
mediate demands. 
This was particularly 


noticeable in tho lino o£ dry goods. 
The 


sales of domestic fabrics wore exceedingly 
light, aud expensive foreign commodities 
were reduced in price. The quantity of for- 
eign goods ot this class entered for consump- 
tion was only equal to one-half the amount 
for the'Corresponding week of last year 
In 


the iron trade prices are declining, and a feel- 
ing of deep distrust is created by the suspen- 
sion of one very large company, the blowing 
out of many furnaces and tho threatened 
strike throughout tho iron producing district.-; 
in tho west. Tho groin markets are strong, 
and early in tho weel: tho frosts in Ohio, Indi- 
ana and Illinois, causing fears for tlio wheat 
crop, led to a sharp advance in prices. In 
tho south the temperature fell so low as tu 
threaten-the young cottou crop, butitap- 
pears'to have escaped injury.

about steady in tho markets." 


A'vetcran observer of tho business outlook 


says: 


"My own observations on trade are these: 


Wo havo been so rapid for fivo or six years 
past that wo accept mere living and waiting 
in a completed period restlessly. The season 
fa very backward, speculation is discouraged, 
tho market is gorged with many kinds of 
••oodi, and scheming does not command 
moniy as it did. Many capitalists are living 
close; a race Of men has begun here who do 
not mean to do business anywhere, but to en- 
joy life is very quiet way, such as readiug, 
ra'ising hens, fishing, traveling. The few very 
rich are stopped in their headlong career. 
Even Jay Gould is buying a library, and 1 
hear,that love is a feature of it. 1\'o are still 
importing largely, and the reason isthatbuy- 
arsare not satisfied with tho superficiality of 
much of our manufactures. 
We rush tho 


nooifc out, instead of finishing them carefully. 
A suit of clothes that '-balls" in' two mouths 
tliera is no economy in. buying, nor carpet 
thatwears out in two seasons. Integrity is 
required in tho manufactures, stability in in- 
dusto' and fewer fluctuations in prices. These 
periods o£ Klut aro marked by a steady con- 
tinuance of high-class importations. 
In stag- 


nation capital only buys tho best. The fail- 
ures jiro numerqus already, and in many cases 
are a complete cleaning out of assets, and I 
would not bo surprised to hear of more from 
what I see.

Sugar Culture. 
i*5T~ 


Sugar-cane produces no natural seed, : 


but is propagated from cuttings placed • 
in shallow trenches through tbc fields' 
two or three feet apart. Tho young ; 
plants spring from the joints, of tho. 
buried cane, and continue thus to OTOW > 
for several years without new, plant-,; 
ings, somewhat after tho manner of tho' 
nsparacjus of our Northern climes. But 
eat'li year tho growth becomes inferior, • 
until the planting has at last to bo re- 
nc\\-i.'d, 1'liough nt first having to bo 
weeded, while the ground is kept clear,. 
tho cauc is soon lett to itself when once; 
it begins to shade the soil so as to pro-; 
vent the growth of .obstructive plants.: 
Most curious of all is the..change that, 
ensues as soon as tho cane begins to. 
ripen nt its lower joints. Then thclong-.j 
sword-like'leaves'.that surround the un- 
der part of the stalk loosen one by one.! 
Finally they drop off, and as joint after, 
joint, softens the dry 'leaves make a 
tangled thick mattress on tho ground 
covering thousands of acres .-and. highly 
inflammable. 
Readers of this letter 


will many of them recall the frequontEp- 
ports telegraphed during thb'lato Cuban 
rebellion of tlio immense destruction; 
caused by firing the sugar' -"plantations: 
The explanation is to bel'oimdintheeaso 
with which a whole sugar crop-can be sot 
in llames by a touch of tho match to this 
jungle of "dry leaves ".that underlies 
and penetrates the standing cane. ' 'Fire 
is the Cuban planter's nightmare. :A 
'careless toss o£ a half-burned, cigarette,1 


.'a spark from a negro's cabin;-an ignited 
match, may signify .the loss of a year's 
;crop and absolute 'riiin. Most danger-- 
:ous of all, aTcvcngefuT negro has it in 
his power ofton to inflict a loss oi':tens 
of thousands of dollars on .his.employer. 
I have heard of one of the clover devices 
which the negro uses to fire plantatJpns 
and at the same time prove nil alibi,1 
He takes'alight box with'-a candle set 
.within-it. Equipped •'with this and li 
bunch of matches, ho crawls to thq.ceui 
trc of a siig'iir-ciine'i'tract.' He then so 
.Uses tho'l candle, that it must :burn 
through tee box "before the Hivme can 
roach'tie matted-'cane leaves. • A toiich 
of .the match, does the-rest, and tho fugi- 
tive has time -to escape and appear 
among the working hands long before 
the distant smbk'o atid 'spreading: flames 
•n-arn the planter of -"the impending ca- 
lamity. "A sugar crop has to be watched 
:liko.a baby," said a Cuban, planter,;re- 
cently, speaking to mo of cano culture; 
If dano-er'is apprehended,'the'watchers 
rniard it at every point, and short shriff 
is o-iven the black man over caught in 
he incendiary act . If he : reaches, the 
courts, his chances . are far better than 
hose given him "by tho quick bullet of 
he guard. '"

ous. than other agriculturftl. industries: 
But it exhausts 'the soil .rapidly,..so 
that it's fertility needs constant renewal 
)y manures;' and a plantation of threti 
01 four thousand -acres, with • its one- or 
iwo' hundred hands, its'sec-res: >of :ox 
teams, its costly machinery, sugar7 
lousu, casks, cultivators, and various 
appurtenances, need's a vast 'amount, of 
working capital, '.Iliavo heard of'p'ue 
of these sugar farms'on which the sujjaTj- 
mill alonu.'With^itsiim'provcd -m'achine'r 
ry, cost'.$200,000,';','Sonie.of the largest 
planters even, go to:the cxpense.of Jam- 
lying the. ,cane tract'with harro\vr 
n\.n<ru railroads; sonic of. them ' two' or 
Uiroe miles' long,-"'to' bring' the cane 
economically .to tho . crushing • mills. 
Americans who .have lived here in, Cuba 
all a°-i'ee as to the ordinaiy..character of 
the sugar planter.' He "is kindly,', tosj- 
pitable, courteous, and' very of ten an 
educated 'nnd re£incd': gentleman-. • Bujt 
lie is dreadfully improvident and wostej- 
i'ul- The $50,000.pr, more which he.may' 
make in a good sugar year is often disj- 
sipated in Havana pefore the next year 
benins.:" 'His plantation 'is 'apt -to'"be 
loaded with deb't,; and this, with the. 
stupendous taxes.ithat ho pays and his 
persistency in never looking ahead, ex- 
plains the .miserable plight in which so 
many of the rich Cuban sugar farms 
lire found at the present time.—Savaitf.

Yesterday afternoon a re- 
porter of the Banner met Col. Britton, 
when he said, holding up for inspection 
several old battered canteens and tin 
plates, 'I have been relic hunting/ Tbe 
soldiers, in 1804,. nearly twenty years ago, 
were encamped on the hill to the left of 
the Charlotte turnpike, on the' premises 


1 of-the old 
; Barlow place.. Col. Britton 


spent several hours wandering .over tbe 
grounds, yesterday, and secured several 
relics which he says could not be bought 
for money. -Among the articles picked 
up by the colonel wore several pieces of 
old crockery, which he says ho recognized 
as being some dishes his troops brought 
from Mieaouri. While the colonel --was 
viewing the battlefield he found project- 
ing! from the'breast-works a peculiar look- 
ing stone,, which,, when dug up,' proved 
: to be part of a tombstone. Tho colonel 
says he then dug down farther and found 
three':other pieces, which when placed- in 
position he.could read the.name of Bar- 
low Pilcher engraved on the stone. He 
placed tho stone away, thinking- some of 
the family, would be glad to have it. - He
